Head of Reichsbank Denies He

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—Dr. Hjal- 
mar Schacht, president of the Ger- 
man Reichsbank, denied last night 
that he had come:to the United 
States to arrange new financing, to 
suggest modifications of the Dawes 
plan, or to negotiate a world finan- 
clal compact.

HUDSON DEFENDS WORLD COURT 


Opposition Due to Ignorance or 
Inflated Fears, He Says. 
By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Nov. 11.—Divorce- 
ment of the World Court from the 
League of Nations Is both imprac- 
tical and ill-advised, Manley O. 
Hudson, professor of international] 
law at Harvard, told the World 
Alliance for International Friend- 
ship Through Churches, in session 
here today. Opposition to the 
court which continues in America, 
he said, is_ based either on gross 
ignorance or inflated fears. 

The World Court has proved its 
usefulness and is here to stay, in 
the opinion of Hudson, who was 
attached to the American delega- 
tlon at the Paris peace conference 
and afterward was a member of 
the legal section of the League of 
Nations. “‘But without the League 
of Nations,” he added, “I should 
have no hope that the court would 
be able to render a significant 
service.”

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Armistice day, coming on the 
eve of probable retirement from 
the police force of Capt. Wade 
Mathews for physical disability, re- | 
minds him of wartime.

Three years earlier, William 
Manson, then 14 years old, joined 
what Capt. Mathews called “the 
flock.” Sitting with others of “the 
flock” in the living room at 3507 
Cook avenue yesterday, William 
explained simply, “I didn’t know | 
where else to go.” A relative with 
whom he had resided next door to. 
the Mathews home had gone away 
to live with another relative. “And 
I wouldn't leave now if I had to,” 
he added. 

The appearance of the group was 
a vindication of the “health rules” 
Capt. Mathews expounded to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter in 1912— 
coffee and meat ang pie from the 
time they could sit at the table, a 
daily bath, bedtime at 6 unti! they 
started to school and plenty of play 
without quarrels. 

“Charges” of physical disability 
against Capt. Mathews, who is 5% 
years old, have been set for a hear- 
ing Friday before the Police Board. 
He has been a policeman or de- 
tective since -he was 24. In. 33 
years’ service he has been Acting 
Agsistant Chief and head of the 
gambling squad, and has won med- 
als for outstanding arrests and 
for general meritorious service. He 
collapsed after 12 hours’ work on 
city election day last April, and 
when he returned was transferred 
from the Dayton Street District to 
less trying field service. Retire- 
ment will be on half pay, $142.50

Acceptance Address. 

The lack of vision of an untram- 
meled press is more or less respon- 
sible for the sg¢cial and political up- 
heavals of continental Europe, said 
G. B. Dealey, president of the Dal- 
las News and a former vice presi- 
dent of the Associated Press, when 
he accepted the stone on behalf of 
American journalists. 


_ It was the journalists of En- 
gland, Dealey said, who had the 
first great vision of 9 free press and 
the courage to tpttie for that prin- 
ciple through centuries of dis- 
couragement. The journalism of 
America, he added, had its begin- 
ning in, and yet draws inspiration 
from the shadow of St. Paul's. 

“Newspapers have the duty of 
publishing pot only the overt acts 
of men and governments, but they 
have also the duty of enlightening 
the people as to the true condi- 
tions that Ife behind these acts,"’ 
the speaker asserted. 

“What is needed is a clear and 
perfect understanding on the part 
of the masses of people of the mo- 
tives which actuate governmental! 
and economic policies. 


“When this ideal of news publi- 
cation is attained, peace congresses 
and Leagues of Nations wil] be un- 
necessary, for where there is un- 
derstanding, national suspicions 
and national jealousies are, in a 
large measure, automatically dissi- 
pated.” 

Compares Newspapers. 

Comparing the British press and 
the American press, Dealey said 
the press of England was more 
conservative and that of America 
more dashing. 

“Our motto is ‘Do It Now’: that 
of England, ‘Do It Thoroughly,’ ” 
he said. “Each group has its excel- 
lencies. They differ as one star 
differeth from another.

which each is deeply sensible. No- 
where does there exist a more 
powerfu] force for the preservation 
of peace, than tn the harmonious 
activity of the peoples of these two 
countries.” 

Declaring a kinshfp of spirit and 
ideas to be a vital factor in the 
relations of the United States and 
Great Britain, P. Lansing Ray, ed- 
itor of the St. Louls Globe-Demo- 
crat and chairman of the Execu- 
tive Boara of the Board of Cura- 
tors of the University, sald in his 
address that the press of the two 
countries had done much to cement 
their friendship. Ray presided at 
the presentation. 


Williams Praised. 


“Any survey of journalism in the 
twentieth century would be incom- 
plete without adequate reference to 
the significance of the beginnings 
of journalistre education, and to 
the vision, courage and initiative of 
Walter Williams as the first plo- 
neer, and the firs constructive 
force, In this field,” said Ray. “The 
stone is a declaration of the tim- 
press made upon contemporary 
journalisn?’ by this man and the in- 
stitution which he created. 

“But it is more than that. It is 

a sign and symbol! of the interna- 
tional relations of journalism. It is 
a silent plea for the fostering of 
understanding and good will among 
nations through the pervasive and 
constant power of the press. It ts 
a mute protest against the jour- 
nalistic chauvinism which has done 
so much to foment. international 
discord. Therefore it must con- 
stantly suggest the high responsi- 
bility that rests upon the press for 
the promotion of peace through 
the development and m@gintenance 
of international friendship. 
’ “That involves no lessening of 
patriotism. Indeed, there never 
was a.time when true patriotiem 
was more essential to\ journalism 
than now. But true patriotism is 
not a blind and unreasoning pas- 
sion that bursts into flame at petty 
or imaginary offenses, or one that 
manifests itself in an air of con- 
temptuous superiority over, or a 
feeling of jealous suspicion toward, 
other nations and peoples. It ia, on 
the contrary, a pure and constant 
devotion to national welfare, that 
may be promoted in no other way 
sO well as in the maintenance of 
peace through the maintenance of 
international amity without sur- 
render of right or principle. 

“Without question the two great- 
est individual forces in the world 
of today are the United States and 
Great Britain. Nor is there any 
question that, generally speaking. 
thelr powers are exercised for good.

PEORGE RABY. DEAN 


He Was Born in England 97 
Years Ago — Noted as 
Reciter of Poetry. 


The funeral of George Raby, 97 
years old, sometimes called the 
“dean of St. Louis architects,” who 
died of infirmities of age at his 
home yesterday, will. be from 
an undertaking establishment at 
6175 Delmar boulevard with the 
Episcopal service. Detailed arrange- 
ments have not been completed. 

Although he had not been well 


jfor two weeks, Mr. Raby sat up 


Monday night at his home,, 4756A 
Cote Brilliante avenue, and enter- 
tained three of his children with his 
favorite pastime, reciting poetry. He 


gave selections from “Lady of the 
Lake’ and repeated the famous 
“Selkirk Grace” in his usual force- 
ful manner. His memory was fine 
and his repertory of poetry broad. 

Frequently Mr. Raby recited at 
public gatherings of various sorts. 
His figure then was picturesque, 
nay bushy, white hair, characteris- 
tic 
shoulders. His manner was patri- 
archal and kindly. Until two years 
ago it was his pleasure to attend 
theatrical amateur nights and pit 
bis verses against the jazz of 
youngsters, to good effect. 

Born in England. 

Born in Manchester, England, 
Oct. 19, 1828, Mr. Raby linked two 
great eras of the world in his life- 
time. He grew up with the rise 
of modern industrialism and his 
education qualffied him to keep 
pace with scientific developments. 
Fie became an architect and civil 
engineer in England, and left there 
in 1860 for Canada, where he prac- 
ticed his dual profession for eight 
years. 

Mr. Raby was one of the archi- 
tects of the Canadian House of Par- 
lament in Ottawa, which was de- 
stroyed by fire in 1916. When the 
late King Edward VII, then Prince 
of Wales, went to Ottawa to lay 
the corner stone of that structure. 
Mr. Raby was one of the commit- 
tee which escorted him from 
Montreal. 


Leaving Canada, Mr. Raby went 
to Quincy, IIL, where notable works 
in construction of which he par- 
ticipated were the Catholic cathe- 
dral and the Burlington Railroad 
| Bridge across the Mississippi Riv- 
jer. A number of years later, but 
decades ago, he came to St. Louis. 
Tiere he continued in architectural] 
practice until about 1907, when he 
retired. 

Grandmother IAved 103 Years. 

Mr. Raby was of fine physique, 
and prided himself on his bodily 
preservation. About 65 years ago 
he gave up his pipe and found that
